4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art teaches the general concepts of 
applying data to a disk, during a mastering process, that have 
been encoded using EFM with a laser recorder that has a larger 
ability to look ahead than the writer. However, the prior art 
fails to teach that these data patterns are scrambled with a 
first XOR algorithm and further subjected to a second XOR 
scrambling algorithm.
